Tire gross deficit of the Postoffice Department in the year 
June 30 was $144,066,189.66, compared with a gross deficit of $98,215,- 
987.43 for the previous year. Postmaster General Brown estimates that 
the current year’s deficit w ill be more than $150,000,000 unless various 
things are done to prevent it.
